Item he ſhall uke wile enquire ok euery his ſayd parthoners, whether that thei with their herts 
dooth vndoubtediy beleue: That only faith in Chꝛil doth not ſuffice fo2 his laluation: Unleſle He 
haue Hope and Charitie. anda purpoſe to liue after Cizzitieslawes., 

Item whether they may be eue vndoubtediy: that the Appoſtolicall See of Rome, ⁊ our holy 
father the Pope # BuJop ticrof,fo2 the tune beyng . is a ought to be head of the vnuerſall catho⸗ 
like Church of Chuſt in earth. And allo beleue that whocoeucr do ſeperate himſelfe from the obe 
diences oꝛ Canons and Con ſtitutions, aud fo2 the good gouernaunte ofthe vnitie of the ſame, iss 
Stiſmatike. and out of the way of Daͤluuatlon. | 

Item whether they oꝛ any of theym haue any heretitall bookes, ozels ſuch as be ſciſmaticall, er- 
romous, oꝛ perſwadyng to any new ſecteo2errour. And it they haue, to cõmaunde them pzeſently 
to bꝛyng luche ol theym to thoꝛdinarie, to be bꝛent, as be now tondempned. And afterwardes to 
bꝛyng luche as heratter ſhall be tondempned.

by the Curate ot the ſame, on Palme Donday next cõmyng. 
MA iſters, our holy father Pope Jultus,thethird of that name, like a moſt tendꝛe and naturall fa⸗ 
LV Ither, hearyng of the retourne and recouerie of this noble Realme of England, not only huntelf 
maketh moch ioy and g ladneſſe therat, but alſo mouyng all true Chaſten Realmes to make like 10y 
and gladneſſe, hath giuen # graunted to all perſons al wel of the Laitie as ot the Clergie,. af wel men 
as women, ſecuier ⁊ reguler, that wyl giue thankes to God foꝛ the returne of this Realme to the Ca- 
tholike Church, + wyl pꝛay foꝛ the retouery ot thein that yet remain in errour t darknelic of herely 
that they may retourne to the Church, as England hath done, and wyll pꝛay foꝛ peace and tranqui⸗ 
litie of all Chuſten Buntes # Realmes, aucthoꝛitie and licence to chole vnto themlelues any gotily 
father to heare their Confeſſion, whiche ghoſtly father {hall haue power and aucthoutle, foꝛ this 
tune only, to abſolue them from all tenſures ofthe Church, and from their lynnes, be they neuer lo 
hainous © hoꝛrible: although the caſes be reſerued to the See Appoſtolike, and contained in the bull 
read in Cena Domini, And the lame Contfeſſo? hath alſo power tocnioyne them holſome Penaunce 
and to chaunge and commit all Go wes nuncupatiue, into other good and godly woꝛkes (the vowes 
of Chaſtitie and Religion only reſerued.) And further our ſayd holy father the Pope, truſiyng i * 
the merty of almighty God # our Toꝛde and Redemer Jelu Chuſt, and in the pꝛaiers c aucthoutie 
giuen to thappoſties Peter ⁊ Paule. hath geuen ⁊ graunted to all chꝛiſten people, that tournyng to 
God. make their ſatramentall Con feſſion. and doo fait W edniday + Friday. after this Declaration 
hall come to his knowiedge : And alſo the Saturday of that weke oꝛ any other immediatly folows-.

as full and free remiſlion of their ſinnes in as ample and large maner. as in the yeare ot Jubilie is ac⸗ 
tuſtomed to be graunted, freely # frankly without any charge to any man: willyng alſo that all a⸗ 
cred, ſicke + weane perſons, oꝛ by other lawfull ĩpedunentes letted, who tan not tome tothe Church: 
that thei + euery one of thẽ in their Ehapels # Oꝛatles at home in their Houſes mat haue his oꝛ their 
goſtly father. And ble ⁊ emo the foꝛeſaid benefite, as in caſe he were able to tome to the Churche.
